_ The resolutions committee Friday will ask the Geor- 
gia Education Association to study the state’s “loyalty 
questionnaire” and to fight a constitutional amendment, 
sponsored by Gov. Talmadge, “which could destroy the 


public school system.” 

The committee voted Thursday 
afternoon to make these recom- 
mendations, after GEA speakers 
had warned that the “‘loyalty ques- 
tionnaire’ could end freedom of 
speech in Georgia and could wreck 
the state’s school system. Conven- 
tion speakers also opposed the 
scrapping of the public school sys- 
tem, as threatened by the governor 
in event segregation is outlawed.

Democratic proposal for higher 
personal income tax exemptions 
was rejected by the House of 
Representatives today, 210 to 204, 
in a dramatic if close victory for 
President Eisenhower. 


The House then immediately 
passed, 339 to 80, the adminis- 
tration’s omnibus tax reform bill 
Providing $1,397,000.000 of relief 
for most businesses and many 
individuals in the first year of 
operation and perhaps twice that 
much by 1956. 


COMPLETE OVERHAUL 


In addition to a complete over- 
haul of the basic tax structure, 
the measure calls for cancella- 
tion of an automatic reduction 
in corporation rates scheduled 
for April 1.

This substantial quotation is a 
New York Times article by John 
B. Oakes. The Times was, and 
is, an effective voice in support 
of President Eisenhower. 

It is difficult for many to un- 
derstand that Communist ag- 
gression is not the issue involved 
in the McCarthy business. The 
great, even overwhelming ma- 
jority of American people were 
united on that before McCarthy | 
appeared. The American people 
long ago determined they would 
tolerate no Communists in public 
schools, in public office or in 
any position of trust.

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Fear Casts Shadow 


Over the Teachers 


Harold Saxon, secretary of the GEA, 
which formally opened its annual conven- 
tion in Atlanta yesterday, put his finger 
on the McCarthyism sickness which af- 
flicts America when he got up and said 
the teachers should discuss the long am- 
biguous questionnaire issued by the state 
and built around a loyalty oath. 

The teachers, who have for five years 
been signing a tough anti-Communist 
oath, do not in any measure object to the 
loyalty feature of this one. But the four 
pages of closely packed questions require 
a teacher to inform on relatives, to: live 
under the watchful eye of a security offi- 
cer at each school, and to give answers to 
a myriad of personal details about one's 
mother-in-law even. 

They also provide opportunity for any 
angry wife or relative to denounce the 
teacher on any trumped-up charge 
brought on by anger. A mentally dis- 
turbed person with a persecution complex, 
or any mean or malicious person could do 
likewise. | 

But because there are those who hypo- 
critically and falsely say that those who 
resist the long questionnaire are unwilling 
to sign a ‘oyalty oath, fear is already 
hanging over the GEA. 


Teachers are afraid they may be fired. 
They are afraid their communities may 
fall for the Lie which calls the question- 
naire merely e@ loyalty pledge and fire 
them. They are afraid of the state. And 
the tragedy is that state officials, includ- 
ing the chancellor, the regents and others, 
have held the lash of conformity over 
them. 


But Mr. Saxon, noting this un-Ameri- 
can sickness brought on by the hysteria 
in the strongest nation in the world, urged 
them to speak out. He said the GEA was 
there to protect teachers. 

We hope so. 

But it is tragic to see how free men 
and women are depressed and made sus- 
picious of one another by fear—a fear 
which has done the nation harm—and 
which will make it sick for a long time to 
eome.

Show No ‘Hard Times’ 


Continued fears of a major depression 
cannot be sustained by facts and figures 
and statistics being released by economic 
agencies, public and private. 

While it is true there has been a lev- 
eling off from peaks of the war boom and 
the number of people unemployed is high- 
er than in several years, the American 
business community is proceeding with 
confidence and enthusiasm. 

We have pointed out that the stock 
market continues to set new records. This 
would not be true if there were a feeling 
of fear for the future. 

The U.S. Commerce Department and 
the Securities and Exchange Commission 
have released figures compiled in nation- 
wide surveys that show spending on new 
plants and equipment is being scheduled 
for this year at a rate only 4 per cent less 
than record 1953. Covering a cross section 
of business throughout the country, these 
surveys show that very little has occurred 
to make them change their plans for con- 
tinued expansions and improvement. 

Durable goods producers, the survey 
shows, expect sales to be about 8 per cent 
below 1953. Non-durable goods manu- 
facturers, however, anticipate a rise of 
about 3 per cent. 

Another survey made by the magazine 
Purchasing, authoritative publication for 
purchasing agents, shows that the process 
of inventory trimming—given as the ma- 
jor cause of the current recession—has just 
about run its course. In other words, the 
magazine reports, inventories are being 
brought ‘into ‘balance with production 

schedules and normal buying can be re- 
sumed. 

The over-ail opinion seems to be that 
the year 1954 will fall short of peak 1953 
but will still be ahead of the next big- 
gest year in American business, 1952. 
Statistically so far the figures seem to 
prove the opinion to be correct.

Henry Consolidates, 
Looks for New Name 


Henry County has a school consolida- 
tion problem different from one arousing 
anger and enmities in some other commu- 
nities. The Henry problem is not wheth- 
er to consolidate and if so where. 


Consolidation is a fact. Hampton High 
is.moving to McDonough. Not to attend 
McDonough High School, as the Henry 
County Weekly Advertiser points out, for 
McDonough High will be no more. 


“The school is for every high school 
youngster from every town, community, 
settlement and dwelling in the county,” 
the Advertiser says. “It needs a name so 
designated.” 


The county school board has an open 
mind on the subject. Henry County High 
School has been suggested, as obviously it 
would be. Patrick Henry High is another 
recommendation. Henry County was 
named for the noted Virginian. 


The board has appealed to school 
groups and PTA’s to make nominations 
from which to make a final choice. 

Other counties where the advisability 
of consolidation is obvious, but the way 
blocked by stubborn minorities, must envy 
Henry, where the only problem is a name. 
The consolidation forces in the strife-torn 
areas would willingly wait on the name if 
they could only get the school. 


Low Pay for Teachers 
Cost Arizona $580,000 


Holding its starting teacher’s salary 
$300 below that of California cost the 
State of Arizona $580,000 last year. That 
is the estimate of the Arizona Educational 
Association. The Arizona pay for begin- 
ning teachers is $3,300; across the line in 
California the base pay is $3,600. 

Of 602 graduates from Arizona teacher 
training schools last June, 161 did not even 
take out licenses in their home state. Only 
60 of the remaining 441 actually took jobs 
in Arizona schools. The other 381 pre- 
sumably left for greener pastures, many 
of them for California. 

Yet Arizona had invested $580,000 in 
training those 381 young people who left 
her borders for better pay elsewhere. 

Schools today are a teacher's market. 
In every state there is a shortage. Those 
states which offer the greatest inducement 
are going to get the better-qualified. 

No state can afford inadequate salaries 
for teachers. Low pay exacts a high cost 
in more ways than a loss of the investment 
in teacher training.

Like- 
wise there is evidence that the President is now fully aware that the 
contest, over-all, involves far more than a single senator being a trouble 
maker for the administration of which he is, ostensibly, a part. That 


happens often. 

Involved here is the President's 
control of his party which the sena- 
tor can threaten seriously if he 
continues unchecked in his maraud- 
ing expeditions on the administra- 
tion. 

The President's serious purpose 
is manifest, among other ways, in 
the complete support he announced 
at his mid-week news conference 
for Secretary of Army Stevens in 
the latter's newest challenge of 
the senator. This contrasts with 
the unfortunate sequence of events 
of two weeks ago. Then Secretary 
Stevens, after his blunt challenge 
of Sen. McCarthy for the latter's 
treatment of Brig. Gen. Ralph C. 
Zwicker, withdrew in what might 
be called confusion and disorder 
and had to wait for a whole day 
for support from the White House. 

That previous skirmish developed 
in such a way that McCarthy was 
able to pick the site for the battle, 
win a quick decision, and virtually 
dictate the terms of surrender— 
and it was generally regarded as 
a surrender. 

This time the administration has 
selected the terrain, in military 
pariance—the issue in political 
language. It is one with which the 
President is familiar. 

In the previous case, the chief 
figure was “‘brass’’ in the person 
of Gen. Zwicker who was insult- 
ingly treated by Sen. McCarthy. 

The communism issue was in- 
volved to complicate that case as 


‘ne one can complicate such a case 


as well as Sen. McCarthy. Ad- 
ministration advisers, when they 
looked into the first McCarthy- 
Stevens embroglio, spoke of it as 
a ‘‘weak case,’ both because of 
the communism issue and because 
of the injured party being ‘‘the 
brass.”” So they urged getting out 


of it as quickly as possible and. 


in the best way possible. 

But the current case involves a 
wealthy private soldier for whom 
special privileges were sought. the 
private’ being G. David Schine, who 
formerly was on the McCarthy 
committee staff. The senator and 
Roy M. Cohn, committee counsel, 
were singled out in the now famous 
Army report as the parties who 
sought the special privileges. The 
two deny that with countercharges 
that the Army tried to stop their 
investigation into communism in 
the Army. 

Some of Sen. McCarthy's sup- 
port among senators has patently 
weakened on this issue. Clearly 
the administration believes it can 
make a showing in the Senate in- 
vestigation that will make it dif- 
ficult for other senators to defend 
him on the simple issue of al- 
leged use of senatorial influence 
to get special privileges from the 
Army. Thus the administration 
hopes to isolate the senator and 
break up the McCarthy bloc in 
the Senate, or at least dimi 
its power and thereby strengthen 
the President's own grip on the 
party.

Many Christian people do not feel 
a compulsion to deny themselves 
physical luxuries during the forty 
days before Faster. Other sincere 
Christians feel that only through 
the subjection of the desires of the 
flesh do they elevate the life of 
the spirit. 

For some people, no doubt, pe 
riods of fasting are little more than 
a blind adherence to a meaning- 
ful tradition. They fast from habit 
only and without understanding. 
Some people pledge allegiance to 
the flag without thinking through 
the meaning of loyalty and patriot- 
ism. Their fathers pledged them- 
selves and so they place their hand 
too upon their hearts and mumble 
by rote a few words. But they do 
not share their fathers’ faith in 
America. 

There are men of devout and 
sensitive feeling who fast because 
they wish to hunger in the flesh 
that they may the more readily 
seek food for the spirit. For these 
people the outward observance is 
a token and a symbol of an inner 
consecration. They follow no pre- 
scribed ritual; they adhere to no

And Jesus was indignant when 
He saw any religious observance 
followed blindly. The Pharisees 
put great stock in fasting. They 
paraded their fastings at the street 
corner. Jesus discerned that al- 
though they made muth of their 
ritual observance, they had no 
heart for the deep meaning of the 
observance. He said: ‘Moreover 
when ye fast, be not, as the hypo 
crites, of a sad countenance: for 
they disfigure their faces, that they 

ay appear unto men to fast’ 
(Matthew 6:16). 

In one of the most devastating 
metaphors ever to accuse hypo- 
critical religion, Jesus called the 
Pharisees ‘‘whitened sepulchres." 
They were pure on the outside; in- 
side they were corrupt. They ap- 
peared to be good, but actually 
goodness had left them. Jesus said 
that men should fast and pray in 
secret. True fasting represents the 
personal dedication of a man to 
God. It is not done to win the ap- 
proval of men.

But it 
is fair to say that today there is 
sadness among those in and out- 
side the government who have 
regarded the Times-Herald as a 
champion of their point of view. 
A feeling prevails that the anti-

national capital. 

The theory of the critics that 
only one viewpoint has been 
printed in the Washington Post, 
both in its news and editorial 
columns, may be refuted by the 
experience in other cities where 
mergers have occurred. Again 
and again the merged publication 
has recognized the wisdom of 
printing articles from contribu- 
tors presenting a view opposite 
to its own editorials. It has usue 
ally led to an elimination of bias 
in the handling of front-page news 
and in a balanced selection of 
dispatches from the press asso- 
ciations, which normally cover 
both sides of a controversial sub- 
ject in an objective manner. 

Two other newspapers remain 
in the field here—The Evening 
Sunday. The Washington Daily 
News.

Kenneth Leary of Lansing, 
Mich., whose lower denture was 
put in by the “implanting” meth- 
od, will be presented to the den- 
tists today as evidence of the 
effectiveness of the procedure. 

Since the lower ridge in Cpl. 
Leary's mouth was not pro- 
nounced enough to hold ordinary 
dentures, he underwent an op- 
eration for the implant. The 
ridge was opened and later a 
horizontal foundation was insert- 
ed. The new denture was 
snapped onto posts of the founda- 
tion which protruded upward 
through the skin. 

Cpl. Leary said the denture is 
so satisfactory he ‘‘can even eat 
corn-on- _

UNMED NATIONS, N. Y., 
March 18 W—The United States 
served notice today it will use the 
veto if'necessary to bar Red China 
from the United Nations: 

Henry Cabot Lodge Jr. told .a 
news conference he believes the 
United States would have the sup- 
port of many countries against 
Red China if the issue comes to a 
vote. But the chief American del- 
egate to the U.N. added that if 
necessary he would not shrink 
from use of the veto power given 
major powers in the Security 
Council. 


COUNCEL VETO 

The veto applies only in the Se- 
curity. Council. The General As- 
sembly and other organs of the 
U.N. presumably could seat Red 
China on a majority vote. The 
question at issue is which of two 
contesting governments should rep- 
resent China, rather than the ad- 
mission of a new member. Origi- 
na! admissions must have approv- 
al from both Security Council and 
General Assembly. 

Lodge, in effect, took issue with 
the stand taken by the State De- 
partment during the Truman ad- 
ministration—that the veto would 
not apply on the question of chang- 
ing Chinese representation from 
Formosa to Peiping. Lodge said 
he was confident it would apply. 

Lodge was asked what he would 
do if Red China offered at the 
Geneva conference April 26 to halt 
the war in Indochina in return 
for a seat in the U.N. He replied 
he had seen nothing official to in- 
dicate tHat an Asian settiement 
and the seat of the Chinese Com- 
munists were related.

Baseball Tieups 


WASHINGTON, March 18 (#—-A move de- 
veloped in the Senate to force baseball to scrap 
all ties with: business firms subject to the na- 
tion's anti-trust laws. | 

Sen. Edwin ‘C. Johnson (DCol), president 
of the Western League, &rgued before a Senate 
judiciary subcommittee .that these ties must be 
abandoned if basebafl is to maintain its posi- 
tion as a national sport. The Supreme Court 
has ruled that baseball itself is not subject to 
the anti-trust laws. 

Johnson spoke in support of his bill to make 
baseball clubs owned by beer or liquor interests 
subject to the anti-trust laws because of such 
ownership, but the Senate said. he was willing 
to broaden the bill te include all businesses 
now under the ‘monopoly isws. These lawe ap- 
ply to all business firms operating in inter- 
state commerce. 

The Justice Department said it opposed 
Johnson’s original bill as ‘‘discriminatory’’ but 
had no objection to a broadened bill. 

Stanley: N. Barnes, chief of the depart- 
ment’s anti-trust division, said he doesn't be- 
lieve even the broadened bill would go far 
enough. Barnes ‘faid he wanted to make all 
baseball subject to the anti-trust laws.

Zippy, a chimp, and Chubby Tubby, a cuddly bear, two toys 
which are made by an Atlanta company, have been voted among 
‘the moet outstanding toys for 1954 by Toy Guidance Council,”’ 
gays a communique from the council's headquarters in New York. 

Well, of course, that’s just perfectly swell for the Atlanta 
firm—the Rushton Co. of 578 Bankhead Ave., NW—but what 
appeals to me about it is how the decision was reached. 


According to my information four separate panels of ex- 
perts—wholesalers, retailers, educators and consumers—from aill 
parts of the country studied thousands of toys produced in this 
country and graded them atcording to their safety, durability and 
play appeal and their ability to ald the development of children 
mentally, physically, socially and vocationally. 


There were 45 of these panel members, it says here, headed 
by Prof. Emma Dickson Sheehy. of Columbia University, 

Now I wouldn't want to go so far as to question the ability 
of these people to judge a toy, particularly since the Atlanta- 
made ones have received their nod. But I get a little tickled 
when I think about a bunch of dignified educators and safety 
directors giving several thousand toys the real test. 

For instance, do you suppose they chewed the wooden blocks 
to be sure the paint coloring them tasted satisfactorily? Do you 
suppose they threw them at each other, as children will, to test 
their zing and bounce? (A sharp corner on a block would be ruled 
out immediately, of course, but how would you really know how 
one sounded against a little playmate’s skull unless you threw it 
at him? I personally think the tonal quality in a toy is important 
to a child’s development.) 


Of course it goes without saying the judges had a whale of 
a time playing with the electric trains if there were any in the 
competition. But I wonder if the lady judges tried to dress all 
the dolls, judged to determine a few salient questions, such as 
ean you make a dress with the ribbons off your sister’s corsage 
and a handful of pina? it's been my observation that moat dolls 
are too hard for the young dressmaker to fit, having heads a 
ger than their bodies. ‘ 


And then coming down to the stuffed class, which is where 
the Atlanta entries excelled, I wonder if the judges took Zippy, 
the chimp, and Chubby Tubby, to bed with them. The test of a 
stuffed toy is how he stands up under being slept with, fed 
strained spinach, left overnight in the sandbox, having his eyes 
gouged out and hauled around the neighborhood like Christopher 
Robin's Edward Bear by one ear. 

A stuffed toy that survives becomes a child’s most cherished 


' possession. Long after he has put away most childish things he { 


will cling to his old teddy bear or whatever cuddly animal 
struck his fancy. 

That’s why I hope the judges gave the toys the real test 
before they picked the winners.

Ferd Buckly Admires Gifts for Man-of-the-House 


Orange Juice Furnishes ‘Pickup’

LAKELAND, Fia., March 16— 
Orange juice is one of the best 
between-meal snacks for chil- 
dren and teen-agers because it 
provides nutritional values as 
well as a pick-up for ‘‘that tired 
feeling,’’ a Texas nutritionist re- 

ported here. 

Dr. Pauline Beery Mack, dean 
of the College of Household Arts 
and Sciences, Texas State Col- 
lege for Women, who has done 
research on nutrition and fa- 
tigue, said the habit of “‘snack- 
ing’’ is at its height during the 
teen years. 


She said a lack of Vitamin C 
is worst im these same years, 
and she recommended citrus 
juices for teen-agers particularly 
te meet their increased dietary 
needs due to rapid growth and 
stepped-up activities. 

Reporting on a survey of the 
food intake ef 2.550 children and 
teen-agers and 2,200 adults, Dr. 
Mack said boys and giris 13 and 
14 vears old “hit rock bottom" 
in Vitamin C intake. 

She said this ‘‘critical age was 
low also in consumption of total 
calories as well as in high quality 
protein and all of the major vita- 
mins and minerals.”’ 


Dr. Mack found that not a sin- 
gle boy of the 13-14 year age 
group consumed enough Vitamin 
C, necessary in tooth formation, 
bone growth and maintenance of 
the gums and blood vessel walls 
in proper condition. She said one 
girl in four was “up to par’’ in 
Vitamin C intake. 

The survey showed that 6 
per cent of the boys and 25 per 
cent of the girls of 13 and 14 had 
less than half of the Vitamin C 


they needed. Some of them, she 
added, ‘‘had no measurable Vit- 
amin C in the blood stream at 
all.’’ 


The nutritionist supervised a 
special study of fatigue resist- 
ance through snacks in which 
124 youngsters (10 to 19 years 
old) participated. She found the 
youngsters able to do more push- 
ups and do better at tasks calling 
for speed and accuracy after 
drinking orange juice. 

Dr. Mack explained tests were 
done each morning before break- 
fast for 10 days. The youngsters 
were given orange juice every 
other morning—and ai cherry 
flavored beverage without nutri- 
tional value the other mornings. 
The ability to resist fatigue was 
measured before and after taking 
each beverage — and the young- 
sters made a ‘‘significantly bet- 
ter’’ showing on the orange juice 
mornings.

Quantities 


Americans ate a record quan- 
tity of red meat last year, aver- 
aging 154 pounds each, which 
the U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture reports is the highest in any 
year since 1908. While beef con- 
sumption set a new record of 76 
pounds per person, the consump- 
tion of pork declined to an aver- 
age of 64 pounds—an 11-year low. 

For families who want to eat 
beef often, and in generous help- 
ings, signs are pointing in the 
right direction. USDA’s forecast 
for 1954 indicates that the supply 
of beef will continue large, with 
the medium and lower grades 
making up a larger proportion 
of the total supply than in recent 
years. The supply of pork, 
though, is being further reduced 
before starting its new upward 
trend next fall. In the meantime, 
overall consumption of red meat 
is expected to show only a mod- 
erate reduction from last year's 
levels. Thrs year, USDA says con- 
sumption of beef will probably 
average about 72 pounds per per- 
son, or 4 pounds less than in 1953. 

As to the price outlook, USDA 
expects retail levels of beef to 
average about the same Aas, or 
perhaps a little higher than, last 
year, but considerably below the 
years immediately prior to 1953. 
A wide spread, though, is likely 
between prices of the top and 
intermediate grades of beef. On 
the other hand, USDA said it 
expected prices of pork to ad- 
vance more than usual from the 
year's average in the early 
months of this year, but decline 
in the latter months of the year 
when supplies of pork are ex- 
pected to increase considerably.

There are no reliable estimates 
as to the percentage of actual fi- 
nesses that could profitably be 
avoided, but it is my conviction 
that the figure is extremely high. 
It is only a slight exaggeration to 
say that declarer should look upon 
the finesse as a necessary evil and 
resort to it only when other meth- 
ods appear to be inadequate. There 
are certain combinations of cards 
that declarer should studiously 
avoid. One of them is that con- 
taining the queen in one hand, the 
jack in the other. If an adversary 
is made to lead that suit, einer 
under compulsion or from his own 


drawing trumps and cashing the 
hearts, the play of the ace of dia- 
monds, followed by the queen, 
saddles the opposition with the 
lead and compels them to get out 
with a club or give declarer a 
ruff and a discard. Declarer, there- 
fore, loses one diamond and two 
clubs, in fulfillment of his contract. 

Conceding the queen of diamonds 
|to the adversaries is no act of 
\charity. It requires no generosity 
to give up what might be taken 
from you any how.
